ITS SCAVENGING 
\ 


Commissioners will Recommend New 
Department for this Work—No 
More Contracts 


If the chy council adopts a certain 
recommendation of the commissioners 
tonight, the city sill inj future have 
entire charge of the seavenger depart- 
ment, and the men ‘cemployed in this 
work will be ‘civic employees. 

At present all the scavenging that tis 
done in the city is done by contract, 
and jis awarded ‘to ‘the Jonvest tend- 
erer. 

Dr. Waritelaw, medical health officer, 
thinks that the “city could save a great 
deal ‘of money every year af they had 
this work done by their own c¢m- 
ployees, and under the control of one 
of the ‘existing departments. 

In support of this idea, the health 
officer forwarded to the comissioners 
his reasons dr ibelieving ‘vhat a scav- 
enger departmen!, say in control of 
the ‘health department, would pay. 

“Take the coming year, or instance. 
The time is now near at ‘hand when 
the wseavenging contract must. be re- 
newed, or a mew one called for. ‘Nhe 
city expects this summer to add very 
largely to the present sewage 
tem, and as acresult upavards of a 
shoatsand fvouses will be furnished with 
water and sewer connections. This 
wil decrease to quite an appreciable 
extent the amount of work what will 
have to be done by ithe scavengers. 

“Now, if venders were called for this 
month, the tenderens would place their 
estinmate on the amount lof work that 
has to be «done now, and would fur- 
ther allow for a dinerease inthe popu- 
lation of the city during ‘the coming 
summer. They would aot, lycawever, 
fake into consideration the extension 
of the sewage system, anid the reduc- 
tion of work thus effected. ‘This, both 
the shealth officers and the city eom- 
missionens ‘have reason “io believe, 
would amount to quite a sum.

Swine Brecders action was taken Jook- 
ing to the extension of the number of 
breeds of hogs carried on the Canad- 
ian National records. Steps avere also 
taken which are calculated to facilitate 
the placing on Canadian records of ire- 
presentatives of ~distinctly American 
breeds that are being brought into the 
western provinces by immigrants from 
vhe United States. 

“What was done raises the whole 
question of policy in swine breeding. 
There are tawo or three breeds in this 
country which are adapted to our feed- 
ing conditions and qualified for the 
production 0 fthe type of bacow hog 
that both ‘our home and export trade 
calls for. Some of those which are 
being brought in by American immi- 
grantare of adifferent class altogeth- 
er, They were created fro the pur- 
pose of mecting wholly different con- 
ditions, where corn is the sole food, 
and great lumps of whick fat are the 
ideal sought ‘or. It is ampossible to 
prevent any man breeding the sort of 
animal ihe likes; at avwould not be «wise 
to place difficulties in ithe way of 
|importing any particular type, but of- 

ficial recognition and national registra- 
tion should ‘be reserved for hogs fitted 
to meet the demands of the Canadian 
market. Let people produce or import 
what they will, but public encourage- 
ment should cbe erserved for that 
which is calculated to serve. ‘the pub- 
lic good.” 

In the policy outlined in this ex- 
tract we ‘canot coincite, viz; “that 
only breeds of pigs adapted to our 
feeding conditions and qualified for 
the production of the type of bacon 
hog that both our home and export 
market calls for” should be admitted 
to registration. 

‘This may ‘be good for Ontario but 
the National records are or should be 
forthe bemefit of the stock breeders all 
over the Dominion from ocean to 
ocean, 

Now opinions differ as to avhether 
the policy of getting rid of all forms 
of the pig not suited to produce just 
one line of bacon for export to Great 
Britain or for a certain line of ‘home 
consumption is a good one. An 
American packer says that this policy 
inaugurated in the cast has given the. 
Canadian market tothe Chicago pack- 
ors, who “export” to ‘Canada more 
pork and bacon “of coat kinds 
than the Canadian growers or prodtc- 
ers put on the marke: for home use 
or export to the British Isles tof 
the particular variety of which they 
have been making a:specialty. In fol- 
lowing a fad to produce nothing but 
a certain type of ‘bacon hog ‘we have 
driven the trade in other lines into the 
hands ‘of Americans and thus dimport 
American hog products pay duty on 
them, add thaf to the cost of what 
we cat, plus the freight from Chicago, 
and say we jlike it.

Decision Given by Mr. Justice Scott 
in Unusual Case Tried at 
Calgary 


21SOLD AN APARTMENT HOUSE 
To Capt. Amphlett, now of Alix, who 
Claimed that Mr: Blaylock De- 
frauded Him 


Mr. Justice Scott has handed out 
judgment in an unusual case, tried 
recently at Calgary, 

The action ,was commenced — by 
Captain Amphlett, who now resides 
in Alix, and was for® the 


$10,000 
plaintiff claiming that Mayloek and 
Bergeron of Calgary defrauded him 
and also abused the relationship of 
solicitor and. client, and that. they 
also deceived him, 

While acting as solicitor for Cap- 
tain’ Amphlett Messrs. Blaylock and 
Jergeron purchased the Marlborough 
Apartment for:him, and in doing so 
charged him $10,000 more for the 
property than the owners asked 
through an Option held by Blaylock, 

The judgment in detail is as fol- 
lows : 

Charles E. Amphlett. 

In this action the plaintiff secks to 
recover from the defendants the sum 
of $10,000, which he claims that they, 
while acting as his agents and soli- 
citors, received by way of secret pro- 
fit on the purchase by him of a pro- 
perty in Calgary known as the Marl- 
borough Apartments, ) 

The defendants are a firm of soli- 
citors, practising in Calgary. In May 
1908 the ‘defendant Blaylock, while 
on his way home from England, met 
the plaintiff on the steamship, the 
latter being on his way ‘to British 
Columbia with the intention of pur- 
chasing a fruit farm there. By ar- 
rangement between them they trav- 
elled together westward from Otta- 
wa by the Canadian Pacific railway, 
the plaintiff intending to leave the 
main line at Dunmore Junction, and 
proceed by the Crow’s Nest Pass to 
Nelson. Before reaching the junc- 
tion Blaylock persuaded plaintiff to 
go on with him to Calgary, intimating 
that it afforded a profitable fieid for 
investment, and, before reachii Cal- 
gary, he (Blaylock) mentioned the 
Marlboroigh Apartments, — stating

He denies that he made 
such a statement and states that he 
told him that he had an interest in 
the property but did not tell him 
what his interest was, 


Unbecoming Conduct. 


During the negotiations for the 
purchase plaintiff and his wife asked 
Blaylock if the property could not be 
bought for less than $65,000, to which 
he replied that it could not. Apart 
from the question whether the rela- 
tionship of solicitor and client’ existed 
between them, this statement, and the 
fact that he endeavored to conceal 
from plaintiff the fact that he had the 
option of the property was, to put it 
mildly, conduct unbecoming to a soli- 
citor. Such conduct on the part of 
one who was not a solicitor might not 
be considered unreasonable, or, at 
least, might not be a ground of ac- 
tion, but in the case of a solicitor

Were They Acting As His Solicitors? 


I have not the slightest doubt that 
plaintiff believed and had reasonable 
grounds for believing, that the 
fendant firm was acting as his  soli- 
citors, in the matter, and he was de- 


de- 


pending upon them, especially Dlay- 
lock, to protect him in the transac- 
tion. Both defendants disclaim that 
they were retained by him so to act 
or that they so acted. The question 
whether the relationship of solicitor 
and client existed between them does 
not depend upon whether they were 
specially retained to act for him, 
or whether they charged him any fees 
for their services (See Donaldson v. 
Haldane, 7 Cr and F 262), and their 
conduct and the circumstances sur- 
rounding the transaction point to the 
conclusion that they were acting for 
him. There was nothing in their con- 
duct to lead to the contrary view be- 
yond the fact that defendants state 
that when the agreement was drawn 
up one of them suggested that plain- 
tiff should take the agreement to 
another solicitor, and in this they 
were corroborated by another witness 
present at the time. The plaintiff 
and his wife, however, both deny that 
any such suggestion was made. If 
the suggestion was made it was made 
at a time and in such manner as to 
lead to the view that, defendants did 
not intend that it should be acted 
upon. Up to that time there was no 
suggestion by cither of the defend- 
ants that plaintiff should retain an- 
other .solicitor, although during the 
negotiations plaintiff suggested that 
a valuation of the property should be 
obtained, whereupon Blaylock recom- 
mended for that purpose a firm of 


architects with whom he had_ busi- | 


ness dealings, and also suggested the 
names of two bank managers from 
whom he had obtained advances, as 
proper persons from’ whom plaintiff 
might obtain information as to the 
value of the property. Plaintiff did 
not consult his own banker as to the 
standing of the ‘architects recom- 
mended by Blaylock, but, apparently

The evidence shows that defendant 
Blaylock received the whole of the 
$10,000 and that defendant Bergeron 
was never at any time entitled to any 
interest therein, 

JI therefore give judgment for the 
Plaintif! against defendant Blaylock 
for $10,000 with interest from 16th 
May, 1908, and costs of suit. 

I dismiss the action as against the 
defendant Bergeron, but, in view of 
what I have stated, without costs as 
against the plaintiff.
